It ip a case of once or twice 
over with the scraper and then 
the finished Job with the level- 
ler, 

Both machines operate hy- 
draulically, and can be pulled 
with the farmers own pear 
The capacity of scraper is 2 
yards level full and 243 yards 
heaped.
